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1 . The amendment filed on June 17, 2004 has been entered. Accordingly: 
Claims 1 ,6,8 and 20 have been cancelled; and 
Claims 2-4, 7. 9, 10 and 1 1 have been amended. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-5, 7 and 9-1 9 are allowed. 

The prior art of record, including Leen (US Patent No.: 6,585,400 B2), Chen (US 

Patent No.: 6,428,192 B1) and Tsao (US Patent No.: 6,062,703), does not show or, 

suggest the applicant's invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of record does 

not disclose an illumination apparatus combining: " 

a flexible neck of a resiliently flexible material, and the flexible neck 
operatively associating a light source with a main housing including a 
detachably connected pedestal as recited in Claim 7; 
at least one additional pedestal assembly detachably connected to the 
main housing already having a detachably connected pedestal as recited 
in Claim 9. 

at least one push rod connected to a portion of at least one set jaws, and 
the push rod structured for contacting the arm of a handle connected to 
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the main housing as recited in Claim 12. 

The above-indicated combination, including a flexible neck connector, and at 
least one push rod structures and positioned for being in contact with one of the arm of 
the handle, makes this invention unique. 

Neither combined nor individual teaching of Leen (US Patent No.: 6,585,400 B2), 
Chen (US Patent No.: 6,428,192 B1) and Tsao (US Patent No.: 6,062,703) 
discloses the above-indicated structure and positioning of at least one push rod as 
claimed by the applicant. 

Further, neither combined nor individual teaching of Leen (US Patent No.: 
6,585,400 B2). Chen (US Patent No.: 6,428,192 81) and Tsao (US Patent No.: 
6,062,703) discloses an illumination apparatus including a flexible neck connecting a 
light source to the main housing of the illumination apparatus as claimed by the 
applicant. 

Therefore Claim 7, 9 and 12 are allowed over prior art. 

Claims 2-5, 1 0 and 1 1 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on 
the allowed base Claim 7. 

Claims 13-19 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the 
allowed base Claim 12.
